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Supervisors Discuss ‘ 
S. F. Consolidation 


Monday the Supervisors Chamber 
was crowded to capacity with interest- 
ed citizens who had gathered to hear, 
and in many cases take part in, the 
arguments for and against a new 
county charter to take the place of 
the present inadequate one, which was 
adopted as long ago as 1853. The 
various speakers were given latitude 
by Chairman Poole, who was evident- 
ly anxious, that the, fullest possible 
discusion should be permitted. 

On calling the meeting to order Mr. 
Poole stated in a few words the pur- 
pose for which they had gathered to- 
gether, and then announced, that the 
board was ready to hear arguments pro 
and con from anyone present. 

William J. Claus of Beresford first 
took the floor, and gave a brief but 
telling exposition of why San Mateo 
needed a different form of govern- 
ment to that under which she operates 
at present. His talk clearly revealed 
the fact, that he favored consolidation 
with San Francisco, rather than func- 
tion independently as at present, by 
means of a new charter, which he 
felt would not give San Mateo things 
that were so essential to her growth 
and prosperity. 

Fred Drake, President of the County 
Chamber of Commerce next addressed 
the Chamber, and his speech was 
wholly and entirely in favor of a new 
charter, which he stated he considered 
as being in the best interests of the 
county. The present charter he stated 
Was well enough when drawn up, but 
conditions to-day were entirely altered, 
and its cumbersome and expensive 
workings, should be replaced by a more 
workable and economic one. 

Editor Amphlett of the San Mateo 
Times then took the floor, and gave 
one of the best, if not the best speech 
of the morning, it being logical, force- 
ful and eminently fair. He like Drake, 
favored at the present time, a new 
charter rather than consolidation with

As Home Equipment 


Extension telephones for the home 
are becoming more and more popular, | 
with the result that in 1927 the num- 
ber of residence extension telephones 
increased a little over 9 per cent 
throughout the Bell System. 

The modern housewife is now de- 
manding the same comforts and con- 
veniences in her home that business 
men have in their offices. If she oc- 
cupies a home having more than one 
floor, frequently she has to take long, 
weary steps upstairs or downstairs in 
order to answer the telephone or to 
place a call. It is, therefore, becoming 
the practice in equipping homes with 
telephone service, to have an instru- 
ment placed on each floor, and in 
large houses, trunk lines running to 
the servant quarters and to guest 
rooms. In such mansions an inter~- 
communicating system, with portable| 
telephones, is being found of the 


For smaller houses a telephone suit- 
ably located on each floor will give 
the house-holder the necessary con- 
venience. 

This is the same evolution that has 
taken place in the business office. 
There was a time when even large! 
business concerns had but one tele- 
phone, centrally located. The addi- 
tional lines were installed to the exe- 
cutive offices and gradually through- 
out until today, officials, clerks and 
stenographers in most offices are all 
supplied with their individual tele- 
phones. It has proved a great time- 
saver. Similarly, in hotels, the one 
telephone located in the lobby down- 
stairs has gradually developed into the 
hotel with a telephone in every guest 
room. 

The protective value of telephones 
in the homes, placed where they may 
be reached quickly in emergencies is 
important and the bedside telephone 
has often helped to baffle the midnight 
prowler. 


There has, accordingly, in recent 
years been a marked tendency towards 
the installation of extension telephones 
in the home. However, this does not 
involve the installation of what is 
known in telephone parlance as pri- 
vate branch exchanges such as is pro- 
vided in large commercial offices and 
hotels. It simply means that in the 
average home thus equipped, the wires 
are extended and other telephone in- 
struments supplied so that one may 
talk from different parts of the house, 
but, of course, only one person is able 
to use the line at a time. In many 
cases a private “buzzer” system is used 
for notifying persons in the extension 
rooms of incoming calls.

FARMERS COOL 


10 SMITH PLEA, HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


New York State Agriculture 
Backs Hoover Plan as 
Practical. 


HALL, N. Y.—Farmers in New 
York state are giving active approval 
to the constructive farm program an- 
nounced by Herbert Hoover, declares 
Charles S. Wilson of this place, who 
as commissioner of agriculture came 
to grips with Governor Smith in the 
latter’s efforts to extend Tammany’s 
domination over the New York farms 
and markets department. 

“New York farmers whe have had 
their own problems to sclve during 


| the last decade,” says Mr. Wilscn, 


“recall that, in eight annual messages 
to the state legislature, Governor 
Smith’s chief recom-iendation with 
respect to agriculture has been to 
scrap the machinery of the present 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets, which the farmers in the state 
with few exceptions endorse and ap- 
prove. That done, it was well under- 
stood in political circles that the gov- 
ernor planned to seize the department 
and reorganize it as an added portio1 
of gubernatorial patronage. 

“It may not be generally known 
that 750,000 persons reside on the 
farms of New York State. They em- 
ploy capital, in farmlands and equip- 
ment, approximating $2,000,000,000. 
Two-thirds of the area of the state is 
farm land. While the state, among 
the other states is only 25th in total 
area and 20th in area of farm lands, 
it stands eighth in the total of agricul- 
tural production. 

“Republican legislatures for eight 
years have kept these varied, as well 
as financially and economically impor- 
tant farm interests, out of the maw 
of the political patronaga into which 
Governor Smith has sought to throw 
them. 

“Governor Smith during his incum- 
bency of the executive chair has had 
some other peculiar ideas respecting 
agriculture. In his first year as gov- 
ernor there was submitted to him a 
report in which the suggestion was 
made that milk be declared a public 
utility and its price fixing power be 
made a function of the state. At the 
outset, Governor Smith made known 
his approval of this recommendation.”

The following will be found in Vol- 
ume 3 of the Life ond Letters of Wal- 
ter H. Page, page 312. 
December 30, 1916. Written not for 
the sake of the gentleman mentioned 
but for possible help to the President 
and the service: 
HOOVER: Mr. Herbert C. Hoover 
Chairman of the Commission for 
Relief in Belgium, would, if op- 
portunity should offer, make a 
useful officer in the State Depart- 
ment. He is probably the only man 
living, who has privately (without 
holding office) negotiated under- 
standings with the British, French, 
Dutch and Belgian Governments. 
He. personally knows and has had 
direct dealings with these govern- 
ments and his transactions with 
them have inevivod several hun- 
dred million dollars. He is a man 
of very considerable fortune—less 
than when the work began, for 
this relief work has cost him 
much. He was approached on be- 
half of the British Government 
with the suggestion that if he 
would become a British subject 
the government would be pleased 
to give him an important execut- 
ive post and with the hint that if 
he succeeded a title might await 
him. His answer was: “I will 
do what I can for you with pleas- 
ure but I will be damned if I give 
up my American citizenship. Not 
on your life!” Within the last 
six months two large financial 
organizations, each independently, 
have offered him one hundred 
thousand dollars a year to enter 
their service» and an_ industrial 
company offered him one hundred 
thousand dollars (to start with). 
He declined them all. When the 
Belgian Relief Work recently 
struck a snag Hoover by telegraph 
got the promise of a loan in the 
United States for the British and 
French Governments for the Bel- 
gian Relief of $150,000,000! I do 
not know but I think he would be 
glad to turn his European exper- 
ience to the patriotic use of our 
own government. He is 42 years 
old and is a graduate of the Le- 
land Stanford University.
